GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fille edtizens of the Legislative Assembly: 


In the obsence of the Executive, I have the honor to respond to your 
eall; not, however, under the same circumstances as when, three years ago, 
this duty devolved upon me—with an Indien war in our midst—the 
country wasted and desolate—and the people gathered together in forts 
end bloek-houses—bat now with a bright and cheering prospect before us. 

I eongrstulate you, fellow citizens, on the present aspect of affairs, 
Our Territory, so long ignored, and even geographically known to but com- 
paratively a fev, has. emerged from its unmerited obscurity, and at once 
sprang into importance, The brilliant reports of gold on Fraser’s and 
Thompson's rivers have had their natural effect upon the popular mind, 
and thousonds have flocked to the new El Dorado of the north. Ships 
from the cities of the Atlantic sea-board, and from various other parts 
of the globe, are advertised, as direct for this portion of the world, and 
heavy overland emigrations, in the ensuing spring, are credibly reported, 
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In this great influx of population, it may reasonably be expected many 
will find a new home within our Territory. 

From the exaggerated reports that were first circulated, thousands 
at once rushed to the new fields of fortune—ignorant of the nature of 
the country, its rivers, and its climate,—and, many of them, of the nature 
of the occupation they had entered upon. Consequent upon this undue 
excitement, was a reaction, and many have returned discouraged, in pro- 
portion as they had’ been previously elated. Gold, however, is there. 
From the conflicting nature of the reports, it is difficult to say in what 
quantities or how accessible. The best information I have been able 
to obtain, leads me to believe that good wages can be made,—and this is 
confirmed by the fact that several thousand miners have remained there, 
with the intention of spending the winter in that region. 


In reference tọ the restrictions imposed upon the free navigation 
of Fraser’s river, the introduction of merchandize into the interior, and 
the general rights of American citizens in that quarter, I have to state that 
theszeneral government have sent ont as Special Agent, the Hon. John 
Nugent, by whom these and all other grievances of our citizens will be 
investigated, and referred to the proper Department,—and we can rest 

assured that so important a matter will meet with the attention which 
it deserves, and the international intercourse be placed upon such a basis 
as to prevent all further annoyance. 


In this connection, I will call your attention tothe necessity of a new 
port of entry, at some point to the north, near the boundary line. Fort 
Langley, near the mouth of Fraser’s River, has been selected as the seat 
of Government for British Columbia, and is to be made a port of entry. 
As a matter of facility and convenience to American commerce and nayi- 
gation, it is expedient that there should be some point near the British 
possessions where vessels could effect 2 clearance without being necessarily 
compelled to go out of their way to the present Custom House at Port 
Toyen, I suggest this as a subject for memorial. 

Tn the interest that is being manifested in the mines to the north of 
our boundary line, the resources within our own limits should not be 
neglected. Mining has already been carried on successfully in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort Colville, and goid is known to exist on the Yakima 
and all its branches. The Indians redaced to peace and subjection, and the 
country thoroughly prospected, it is not hazarding too much to say, that 
we anticipate the development of mines which will equal in richness those 
of the British Possessions. 


Consequent upon the gold excitement, miners began to pass through 


the interior section of the Territory on their way to the mines. This, as 
eI i ; 
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in 1855, beceme thè occasion for Indian robberies and murders. Col. 
Steptoe advanced into their country, and was utterly routed. Active 
and vigorous measures were at once taken by Gen. Clarke, Commanding 
Generel of the United States Army for the Pacific coast, and ample 
forces, under the commend of Col. Wright and Maj. Garnett: were sent 
into the field. After series of brilliant and successful engagements, 
the Indiens were completely routed, and reduced to submission—their 
property destroyed, and hostages given for their future good behavior. 
Peace has been established. It may, however, be doubted whether a 
permanent peace, such as shall, for time to come, render the life of a 
white man sacred, een be effected without either a winter campaign, or 
the movement of troops at all seasons of the year, through their country, 
and the establishment of permanent pests in their midst—in order that 
the savage foe may learn in winter, as well as in summer, the power of 
the military arm—and not to trust to the inclemency of the season to 
baffle its efforts, but be rendered subject to the authorities placed over 
him, and maintaincd in a condition in which he can do no harm. 

Tue organization cf the Depertment of Oregon, I conceive to be 
one of the mest important measares thet has been adopted for our wel- 
fore. The force ard the Commender, being in our midst, farnish from 
their very presence, cdditional protection,—and, in ease of difficulty, the 
blow can be struck at onee, without the former delay of trensporting 
troops cad munitions of war from Sea Francisco. Moreover, it will far- 

ish an incentive to the settlement ef the interior—the various posts for- 
nishing a market for the forage and subsistence that may be raised. And 
it is hardly neeeszary to state that, by the gallant and distinguished 
efcer who hes been assigned to the command of this Department, we 
may feel assured every step will be taken, with his usual promptness, 
zeal, and energy, to render the country safe, ard to effect an actually 
permanent peace. 

The project of connecting the waters of the Atlentic and Pacific by 
the rail is every dey assuming new ond additional importance, Governor 
Steveas, in his Message to the fourth session of the Legislative Assembly, 
says: ‘The question of a Pacific Railroad is not simply one of domestic 
intercommunication, and of strengthening the fraternal bonds, which unite 
us 2s 2 people, it is a question of a straggle for the commerce of the 
world. Over the rail must not only pass from Asia to Europe, and back 
again, costly and perishable articles, but on this route the great bulk of 
Asiatic supplies for the teeming region of the north-west, where the 
Territory of to-day is the populous state of to-morrow, where the wave 
of popalation has nearly reached the Red River of the North, and is rap- 
idly moving westward.’ The Indian War over in this Territory, the reflex 
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tide of emigration setting eastward from the Pacific, will, in a single year, 
pass over our interior plains from the Walla-walla to the Spokane, occu- 
pying the Yakima, and our miners will be found thence to the 49th 
parallel” Every day tends more strongly to confirm the necessity of this 
communication, The whole American people now feel deeply the want 
of some sure and safe, some speedy and effective means of bringing the 
extreme sea-board frontier of our country into that close connection, 
between themselves and the interior, which can only be afforded in its 
desired completeness by a Railroad connecting the two Oceans. Wash- 
ington Territory, with its rivers, and its harbors, holds, as it were, the 
key to the commerce of the Pacific; and when once a direct communi- 
cation is opened from the eastern side of the continent, it will receive that 
aid both in capital and emigration, which will bring it at once into 
importance, and cause its influence to be felt througliont the western 
ocean. This is a matter of great moment, and one whick it behooves the 
people of the United States closely to look to. The formation of the 
Colony of British Columbia, the emigration thither, the establishment of 
naval depots, and the location of troops, the surveys of the country of 
the Red River and the Saskatchewan, are all significant facts—and by 
delay we may, in this amicable contest, find that we arè left in the rear, 
and the golden prize has fallen into the hands of our neighbors of the 
North. 

As, in & measure, a precursor to a Railroad, I beg leave, especially, 
to call your attention to the Military Road from Fort Walla-walla to 
Fort Benton, Passing as it does, for five hundred miles, through the 
Territory of Washington, it crosses many fertile valleys, and locations, 
offering inducements to settlement—and is the nearest, most direct, and 
practicable route on the northern line to the Mississippi. ‘Looking, as 
we do, for a heavy emigration by this line to the gold mines during the 
next year, 2 good road from Fort Benton to Walla-walla will materially 
facilitate its progress, and also tend to develop the interior of the Territory: 
The Engineer in charge, Lt. Mullan, entered upon the construction of 
this road last spring, bat was compelled to suspend his operations, on 
account of the Indian War. His work will be resumed again as soon 
as the season will permit. In his opinion an additional appropriation 
of $50,000 would complete the road, and I recommend the passage of 
a memorial to Congress asking for that amonni. 

Of equal importance is it, that there should be roads from Fort Col- 
ville to Walla-walla, or the Dalles—and also across the Cascade Mown- 
tains to some point on Puget Sound. Fort Colville, situated as it is, in 
the centre of a rich and fertile valley, already the nucleus of a considera- 
hle settlement, is the general rendezvous of the Indians residing north 
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of the 49th paralicl, and is in the direct route of nriners, moving from the 
east, the south, and by land from Paget Sound on the west—and its 
proximity to the boundary line, and to the mining regions of the Pen 
@ Oreille, the Wenatehapam, and the Yakima, all call fer its being the 
site of a mïitery post, and being thus more closely connceted with the 
eettled portions of the Territory. 

Tn addition to these, I- will call your attenticn to the necessity of 
militery roods from Olympia vie Grey's Harbor and Shoalwater Bay to 
Astorie—from Olympia to Port ‘Townsend—and from Fort Townsend 
to New Danginess. 

The subject of the Indian Treatics, so long contracted and still un- 
confirmed, is worthy of your most serious attention. Since the influx of 
population, occasioned by the newly discovered gold mines, several mur- 
ders have been committed on Paget Sound, and though in some instances 
the oficers of the Indian Department have suceceded in arresting the 
criminals, several stil rewgin at large. Tne executive power of the agents 
is weakened, as they cannot compel the Tudians to remain upon reserva- 
tions whieh have not Leen guaranteed to thei, and the Indians themselves 
are dissatisfied from not having received the remuncration promised them. 
Sheer justies to the Indian, and the better security of the lives and pro- 
perty of the citizens, demand the speedy confirmation of these Treaties. 

In conncetion with these ‘Treaties I will call your attention to the 
absolute necessity of a soporate Inciua Superintendent for the Territory 
of Washington. The exicnt of Territory, the number of Indians, (sone 
twenty-five thousand,) and the amonnt of busiucss to be trahsacted, ren- 
der it imperative that this offiee should be croatcd. It must be borne in 
wiad thot the faster scttloments progres, and the more rapidly citizens 
advance upon lands over whieh the Indiun has been accustomed to rove, 
the more intricate ond laborious become the duties of the officers of that 
Department. 

‘Phe present state of affairs Gemunds that there should be a chief to 
this denartment of the public service in this Territory. The present Su- 
perintendent has reccommended it, and I suggest it to your consideration 
as 2 subject of memorial. 

In reference to the Hudson Bay Company and the Puget Sound Agri- 
cultural Company, I beg leave to refer to the messages delivered to the 
previous Legislative Asrombiles. Already have the British government 
taken from their control large portions of their territories, such as afford 
inducements to the settler and the miner; manifesting by this act, that 
they were an obstacle to social progress; and every reason demands the 
removal of this incubus from our midst, casting, as it does, a shadow over 
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the title to some of the finest portions of our Territory. From the recent 
developments in their own House of Commons, their exaggerated claims 
have become still more vague and uncertain, The strong desire mani- 
fested by the citizens of Canada to have their pretended rights and boun- 
darics defined, and to throw open a portion of their Territories to the 
advancing seitiements, render it nothing more than reasonable that we, 
having ne affinities with such monopolists, but in all onr business relations 
diametrically opposed te them, should earnestly demand their speedy ex- 
tinction within our Territory. 

Our war debt, in which every citizen is interested, either in his 
own behalf, or as a matter of justice to his neighbor, still remains un- 
adjusted, The money expended——the material furnished—the services 
vendered—all remain unliquidated. Many obstacles have becn placed in 
its way,—malice has vented its spleen—self-sufiiciency and egotism have 
given their deliberate opinion, and detraction has done its utmost. Yet, 
there stands the record, confirmed by the blood of onr murdered citizens, 
by ruined houses end devastated farms, and hy solitary block-houses dot- 
ting the country west cf the Cascades. By that record, we can proudly 
stand. „A commission was appointed to investigate these claims, con- 
sisting of two army officers and & civilian,—and by them the acconnts 
were audited, with scarcely an alteration. The whole matter was referred 
to Congress, and by itto one of the most prominent members of the 
Military Committee, to be investigated during the recess, and we may ex- 
pect a report early during the present session. 

I beg leave to call your attention to the condition of the Territorial 
Library. From the remoteness of the Capitel building from the centre 
of the town, and the sthallness of the salary allowed by the general gov- 
ernment, ($300,) it is impossible fer any one to hold the office and give 
to it that proper attention which it requires. As a remedy, I will sug- 
gest, for your consideration, that the law uniting’ the offices of Terri- 
torial Auditor and Librarian be repealed, and the County Auditor, of the 
county in which the capitol may be located, be ex-officio Librarian, giving 
bonds for his faithful performance of this duty, in addition to his bonds 
as County Auditor. His duties 2s Auditor, could- be performed at the 
Library, aswell as at any other place,—and he could, at the sanie time, 
keep charge of the books, for which, under these circumstances, the 
present salary would be an adequate remuneration. 

‘You are aware that there is no legislative enactment authorizing the 
executive to offer rewards for prisoners escaping from confinement. Cases 
have occurred and may hereafter occur, in which to meet the strict ends 
of justice, it would. be of advantage that a reward should be offered for 
the reclamation of the fugitive. In order, therefore, to render the decrees 
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of our Courts more certain and decisive, and to prevent the ends of jus- 
tice from being defeated, I would recommend the passage of a law 
investing the Governor of the Territory with some discretionary power 
in this matter, 

Of the amounts appropriated by Congress for the erection of a 
Capitol, and a Penitentiary, none has as yet been expended. The act of 
the Legislative Assembly igentine the Capitol, required that the title to 
the site for the same should be approved by the Attorney General of the 
United States, before any of the money should be applied to the erection 
of the building or the improvement of the site. The title deeds to the 
ground have been submitted to the Attorney General, but from a mistake 
in not sending on copies of the whole record, (not knowing what would 
be reqaired,) they have not been approved, The necessary papers have 
heen transmitted, the defect supplied, and we may expect a definite 
Opinion in due course cf mail. Of the state of the title to the site for the 
Penitentiary, I om not advised. 

Ore of the most material elements of wealth within our Territory, is 
its rich coal fields, Those of Bellingham Bay are .the only ones which 
have keen worked to any extent, and their resources have been recently 
more fully developed, a shaft has been sunk to the depth of five hundred 
feet, and eoal bearing a fair comparison with the best English coals 
procored. The thicknes 33 of the vein is twenty-five feet, and the quality 
semi-bituminous, The analysis of the Superintendent gives— 
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In order more fully to develop this great interest, and as a matter 
of convenience to such of our steam vessels of war as may cruise in 
these waters, I will suggest as a subject of memorial, the establishment 
by the United States, of a coal depot within our waters, similar to what 
they have maintained jn other parts of the world, at which a certain num- 
‘her of tons should always be kept on hand. 

The great and important Iumber interests of the Territory, are shown 
by the extensive establishments, both ef the Columbia river and Paget 
Sound, which export to all parts of the world manufactured lumber, spars 
and piles, and carry on a business of not less than two millions of dollars 
per year. Our magnificent forests of the most valuable timber of fir, 
eedar and pine, are unequalled in extent, and unrivalled in accessibility 
on the globe, 

The commission constituted on the part of the United States for the 
survey of the boundary line hetween this Territory and Great Britain, 
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is still in operation, but av to its progress or results, I have no infor 
mation. The commission on. the part of Great Britain has arrived, and 
the two are at present jointly engaged in the undertaking. In view of 
the constitution of the Colony of British Columbia, and the probability 
of its receiving a rapid increase of population, it is material to the 
welfare of this Territory, in:order to avoid all possible disputes as to ja- 
risdiction, that this boundary line should be surveyed and marked te 
the Rocky mountains. 

In this connection, I will call your attention to the line between 
Oregon and Washington, and in the event of the probable admission of 
Oregon into the Union as a State, suggest the expediency of having that 
surveyed and marked. This line has already been estimated for by the 
Surveyor-General, in his annual report, to be used as a base line for 
the further progress of the land surveys east of the Cascades. 

The extension ef the publie surveys during the past year, have 
developed large bodies of excellent farming lands upon the lower Colum- 
bia and Chehalis rivers—upon Grey’s Harbor, the Cowlitz, the Peninsn- 
lar between Puget Sound and Hood’s Canal,—and also, upon the south- 
ern shores of the Straits of Juan de Fuca. From the office of the Survey- 
er-General, Iam enabled to furnish the following information since the 
last annual Message:

Of this 94,200 acres are prairie lands, exclusive of the Nisqually 
and Vancouver plains. ' 

By the Register of the Land Office E am informed that the number 
of pre-emption claims on surveyed lands, taken since February Ist, 1858, 
is one hundred and twelve; previous to that date forty-nine had been 
taken, These are exclusive of some fifteen hundred claims taken under 
the Donation Law. There are, however, a great number of pre-emptions. 
on wasurveyed lands, which ean not be definitely determined until the 
surveys are completed, and the plats returned to his office. ia 

Complaint has been made by settlers, of the non-issuing of patents 
for land claims taken under and by virtue of the Act of Sept. 27th, 1850. 
Sec. 7 of that act, after stating the time within which notice of the 
commencement of settlement and cultivation must be made, has the following 
words ; “and at any time after the expiration of four years from the date 
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of such settlement, whether made under the laws of the late provisional 
government or not, shall prove, in like manner, by two disinterested 
witnesses, the fact of continual residence and cultivation required by the 
fourth scetion of this Act; and upon such proof being made, the Surveyor 
General, or other officer, appointed by law for that purpose, shall issue 
certificates, under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, setting forth the facts in the 
case, and specifying the lead to which the parties are entitled. And the 
sald Surveyor General shall return the proof so taken to the office of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, and if the said Commissioner 
shall find no valid objection thereto, patents shall issne for the Jand 
according to the certificates afore:nid, upoa the surrender thereof.” It 
Will be seen by the wording of the statute that the lew renders it optional 
with the claimant whether be will make final preof or not—the words 
being, “aé eny iine after the expiration of four years,” &e. In order to 
avoid confusion in the issuing of patents, and to prevent any conflict in 
the boundary lines under them, it bocomon necessary, as I em informed, 
not only for each bat for all claimanis under this law ino certain town- 
ship, in etdor to secure their parents, to have their claims snrveycd, and 
so connected with the Government surveys, that the Land Oliec can 
obtain an acenrated cezeriptien of the samo and take proper action 
thereupon. The thilure of one to take this step may delay all in that 
township. Ina matter of so much moment to the future welfare of the 
Territory, I suggest for your consideration the propriety of asking for an 
amendment to the law, making it compulsory upon the claimant, within a 
reasonable pericd, to have his cleim regularly surveyed, and a plot of the 
same returned to the propor office. 


In this connection I will add that just complaints have been made 
against the orders issued by the Military authorities in 1857, prohibiting 
settlement in that portion of the Territory east of the Cascade Mountains, 
as an infringement of the rights and privileges guaranteed by the Dona- 
tion Law. This order, I am informed, has been practically rescinded. 
Congress, at its lost session, extended the land surveys over that section 
of the Territory. Estimates have been made for the same, and as soon 
ag appropriations are made, and the state of the country will permit, the 
work will be put under contract. 


The extended nature of our settlements, from the 49th parallel on 
the north to the Columbia on the south, and from the Pacific on the west 
to the Rocky Mountains on the east, demand the creation of several new 
land offices. There should be at least three additional Land Districts 
organized,—one for the lower part of Puget Sound; one for the Columbia 


s 
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river; and, in view of the surveys of the interior, one for that section of 
the Territory, Your attention is especially called to this matter. 

The 4th section of the Act of July 17th, 1854, (amendatory to the 
Donation Act,) provides that, “there shall be reserved to each of the 
Territories of Washington and Oregon two townships of land, of thirty- 
six sections each, to bè selected in legal sub-divisions for University pur- 
poses, under the direction of the Legislatures of said Territories respect- 
ively.” 

By the Act of the Legislative Assembly, passed January 31st, 1855, 
the Superintendents of Common Schools of the various Counties were 
constituted a Board of Commissioners to select and locate these lands. 
They have not yet, as I am informed, taken any action on the subject. 
In a matter of so great moment to our educational welfare, and in view of 
the rapidity with which the better lands have heen taken up, and proba- 
bly will continue to be during the coming year, I recommend some 
speedy action on your part to enable the Territory to avail itself of this 
munificent provision. 

By the Quarter-master General, I am informed that the number of 
arms at present on hand, belonging to the Territory, is as follows:

In the general charge of these arms, for cleaning, repairing, and 
keeping them in good order, a small indebtedness has been incurred by 
the Quarter-master General, as will appear by his report——for the pay- 
ment of which, I recommend that an appropriation be made. 

Since the last annual Message, four light-honses have been completed, 
and are now in full operation,—one at Cape Flattery—one at New 
Dunginess—one at Shoalwater Bay—and one on Smith’s Island, in the 
Straits of Fuca. There is an appropriation for one at Red Blaff, on 
Whitby’s Island, which will be erected in the coming spring. In addition 
to these, the increasing settlement in the valley of the lower Chehalis 
demands that alight should be erected at Grey's Harbor, and that the 
channel and bar should be surveyed and buoyed out. It would also mate- 
rially facilitate the navigation of the upper part of the Sound to have a 
light, either upon Sandy Point or the northern end of Vashon’s Island. 


I call your attention to these as a subject for memorial. 
C- 
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Fellow citizens—wwe are now entering upon the sixth annual session 
of the Legislative Assembly. Since your first meeting, many and grave 
changes have taken place,-—many for our welfare—a few, but important 
ones, to our detriment. It is to be hoped that the latter have ceased. 
Within that period, no bickerings have taken place—no local feuds and 
jealousies sprang up, but a general spirit of conciliation and good will has 
pervaded. May it long continue so, and may your present session be 
characterized by 2 spirit of harmony and united concession, such as will 
redound to yoar own honor and the welfare of our béloved Territory.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communication 
of the 27th of December last, transmitting a copy of the Resolutions of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Washington, relative to the 
_ establishment of niilitary posts along the emigrant road from the Missouri 
tiver to Fort Walla-walla, in compliance with the request of the Assembly. 

For this act of courtesy and consideration on-the part of the Assem- 
bly, and for the confidence extended to myself, expressed in its Resolu- 
tions, T tender my warmest thanks. 

This generous welcome which has greeted me on my arrival in this 
distant portion of our great republič, arouses feelings and thonghts that 
are well shadowed forth in the object for which “the Resolutions were 
framed, viz: the difficulties existing ‘in communicating with the States of 
the Hast. 

I concur with the Assembly as to the urgent necessity of opening a 
practicable and easy route from’ the Missouri river to Fort Walla-walla. 
Not only should this be done, but‘a road from Fort Walla-walla or the 
Dalles should be; opened and established to Great Salt Lake City, con- 
necting at the same time with fhe road to Fort Laramie and Missouri, 
This suggestion has already been submitted to the consideration of the 
Government, und I am satisfied its construction will be directed. 
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It hes been my fortune, at different periods of my life, to pass 
over the [greater part of the country through which these routes should 
be established, and I do not believe that in any other portions of our 
country such good natural roads for the same distance could be laid. 


The establishment of every facility of communication between the 
different sections of our country is essentially a military question, apart 
from the vital social interests depcuding upon-it. I therefore do not 
hesitate to present my views at this time on the subject of connecting our 
Pacific slope with that of the Atlantic, by a net-work of roads. 


As the social and political interests uf a State increase, the necessity 
for the defense and protection of those interests Lecomes more imperative. 
I may say with propriety tnat no portion of our citizens are more deeply 
interested in & safe, rapid aud certain communication with the East and 
Weat, than those of the army; they will not only be obliged to use it, but 
to protect and gocure it, and they will always be found, as the pioneers 
of civilization, grateful for every suggestion tending to shorten and im- 
prove the distance. 


The vast and multiplying interests of commerce, demanding a direct 
and certain communication, are becoming familiar to the public mind, but 
none can realize them to their fullest extent who have never visited 
our Pacific coast. 

Ten yéars ago when California sprang into existence among nations, 
like 2 Phoenix from the ashes of decay, the world marveled and wondered. 
The mind of man, prone to judge of consequences by their immediate 
action on himself, concluded the cause to be the gold in the soil, forgetting « 
for the moment that countries in which only the precious metals abound, 
have ever been noted by decay and degradation. 


Let us suppose for a moment tnat the same amount of gold had 
been discovered at the North Pole ten years ago, would the country at 
the North Pole present now the appearance, energy and enterprise of 
California—of Oregon and Washington Territories? This question is 
easily answered and clearly indicated: it was not the gold which has 
caused the Tnited States to be so proud of her Pacific possessions, it was 
the unrivaled advantages of soil and climate—the unbounded resources 
in the animal, vegetable and mineral kingdoms; aud still above these, that 
talisman of earthly greatness,—the first geographical position in the world 
for commerce. : 

These were the causes which excited in the public mind that eager 
desire to grapple the Pacific States with links of steel, and which is soon to 
become a national passion. 


SI 

These States, resting ou that ocean which connects the two grandest 
Continents of the Universe—Asia and America—must receive tribute 
from the west by every breeze that blows—from Japan, from Russia, from 
China, and from all parts of Asia. 


The present commerce of the world will sink inte insignificance in 
comparison with that traffic which is to be inaugurated by the labors of 
five hundred millions of the most industrious people of the earth, who 
are hereafter to be known among men. The very winds of Heaven, on the 
Pacific ocean, mark out the course which this trade must take in its 
movement through the world; and the natural harbors and magnificent 


forests tell us that this coast must be, in fature times, the Queen of Com- 
merce. : 


When such facts as these present themselves to the mind of the 
American people, let me ask, is there any element of that restless deter- 
mined energy which characterizes their nature to deter them from making 
the great preparations necessary ‘for such events ? 

Did they hesitate to establish a national road between the eastern 
and western States, when the interests of the country required it; and 
were not the difficulties of aceomplishment at that time as great, in con- 
nection with that road, as any of the difficulties ow existing on any 
of ‘the proposed Pacific routes ? 


Have they ever permitted the most trying circumstances, or the most 
adverse difficulties to weigh a moment in the scale, when the honor, in- 
terest, and reputation of our common country was concerned ? 


It is tùis faith in the desire of our countrymen to see our national 
greatness increase, that convinces me the brilliant prospects of California, 
Oregon and Washington Territories, will be fully realized,—that the time 
is not far distant when the crowning work of steam will be victoriously 
accomplished; when engines of such size and power will be so constructed 
as to condense days into hours, miles into inches; and when the passage 
from one ocean to the other, on our own soil, will only oecupy from one. 
day of rest to another. 

Tam in favor of multiplying the number of roads between the Mis- 
sissippi river and the Pacific States, and of opening railroads on each and 
all, when the location and interests warrants so doing. 

In connection with this subject, an important question must be an- 
swered: Who are to people the immense plains and arid wastes between 
the confines of Missouri and the Sierra Nevada mountains of Californa? 
Who are to build up the system of roads and railroads through that 
country we require 7 
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The American and the European leave behind them those wastes, 
and hurries to the fertile and well-watered shores of the Pacific. The 
destiny of the Kadian is written in the setting sun. From whence then, 


are the people to come who will be willing and who can make a garden 
of a desert? 


In the dispensation of Divine Providence, does it not appear that the 
great and powerfal nation now being established on this continent, was 
not to receive its origin or its destiny from any one of the races of men? 
But that each and all contributing their intellect, their energy, and 
their labor, to the stupenduous work of omnipotent design, would uncon- 
sciously create s fabric of such glorious and transcendent structure, as 
to become 2 monument of His power and goodness, 


As Europe and Africa have built the railroads, dug the canals, and 
planted the fields to the east of the Mississippi, does it not seem but nat- 
ural that Asia, with her surplus population, should do the same for the 
country west of that river? Does it not appear that there exists but 
one people whose history and whose labors show that they are qualified 
for the duty of regenerating the Rocky monutains ?—a people who re- 
mained 2 mystery for thousands of years—whose namber, patience, in- 
dusiry and economy, ] have achieved the most remarkable deeds—where 
labor and privation “were required—and where quiet, inoffensive and 
peacéfal habits became a necessity ?—-2 people who, to secure themselves 
from 2 warlike neighbor, built a wall, to intervene between them, of such 
dimensions, of such length, and over such mountains, plains and rivers, in 
one unbroken chain, as to claim for it a place among the wonders of the 
world ?—a people whose prodects and mannfactures are already domesti- 
cated with us? I refer to the people of China. 


Let us commence then the railroads; let us encourage the Chinese 
to emigrate and build them; let them be organized in the interior, which 
essimiletes to many parts of their own country; let steam and lightning 
perform their proper labors, by removing mountains and dispensing with 
time, and we shall give a stimulus to commerce, energy and enterprise, 
which the most enthusiastic mind cannot now picture.

Your communication of the 13th inst., came duly to hand. 


With regard to reporting on the manner of how our mail operations 
are carried on, I searcely know where to commence, as it has been a series 
of failures since it was first established ond carried by the present con- 
tractors. I have reported to Mr. Thompson, (who was Postal Agent for 
Oregon and Washington Territories,) and also to the Department at 
Washington; and in both eases failed to receive any notice of my commu- 
nications. 


Our mails (2s you ore aware) ere delivered at Ebey’s Landing, (four 
miles from the oflice,) where the contractors consider it practicable to land 
them, and very frequently the steamer passes down without even attempt- 
ing to land at all, which deprives us of our weekly mail, and on her return 
trip delivers two week’s mails; and our return mails remain on the Island 
very often from two to thre weeks. 


The mails, after being delivered on the Island, invariably remain in 
the hands of private individuals twenty-four hours before it’s delivered at 
this office, 

T would also cell your attention to the fact that the mail is frequently 
delivered in begs without heing locked; and last Sunday's mail I received 
tied up in a paper parcel, after being culled over by other parties—the 
post office being an ofter consideration. The meil has been delivered but 
twice according to contract since I have been in office. 

If anything can be done in this matter I trust it will be done speed- 
ily, and puta stop to such carelessness and negligence, and have some 
stated time for the arrival and departure of our mails. 

Hoping this will answer the wishes of your committee,

This office not being at the end of any roate, we are not compelled to 
keep an account exact of the time that the mail arrives or departs, but I 
have sent a statement of the date of way-bills received and sent, which I 
suppose will answer your purpose. 


It is necessary that the Legislature should take some steps in the 
matter, for the contractors have no idea of the accommodation of the ` 
public, but only for their own pocket. I hope you will petition for the 
mail to be brought direct from San Franciseo, and allow the steamer to 
make no stoppages, as it is the only way that we can get mail prompily, 
and the steamer on her return can connect with the mail bound for the 
Atlantic States.

[REPLY OF MESSRS, HUNT & SCRANTON. | 


Mr. CHAIRMAN: — 


A hearing having been accorded to the undersigned, mail contractors 
on Paget Sound, in relation to the matter contained in House Joint Reso- 
lution No. 8, now referred to a committee of the Council, we would respect- 
fully submit as follows: 

It is true that, by an act of Congress, approved March 8d, 1854, the 
Postmaster-General was directed to contract for the conveyance of the 
mails on Puget Sound—the service to be performed in a first class steamer, 
suitable for war purposes, and that the service was to commence on 
August Ist, 1857., 

It is alleged in the resolation that the contractors grossly violated the 
terms of their contract in not placing upon the route a steamer of the first 
class, and suitable for war purposes. To this we have to say, that we 
placed upon the Sound a steamer thoroughly fitted in every regard for 
the security of the mails—twell found and provided for the comfort and 
safety of what passengers she might carry, and fully capable of serving for 
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any ordinary purposes of war. The only objection made at the time of 
her arrival on the Sound, was—she was too large for the business on these 
waters, her tonnage being nearly 600 tons. 

This steamer was continued in the service, giving almost universal | 
satisfaction to the people of the territory, until February,’ 1858, when a 
difficulty, wholly unexpected and consequently unprovided for, took: her 
from us for a time. 

The existence of these facts would scarcely seem to justify the use of 
such strong language as that in the third clause of the resolution. 

Again, itis alleged that the contractors are not the owners of a 
steamer, and have to rely principally on the charter of a steamer of an 
inferior class, &e. 


Neither the law nor the contract under it, requires that contractors 
should own a steamer. We have the right therefore to depend on charter © 
altogether for the performance of the service—but the allegation is not 
true as to the ownership of a steamer, and we rely principally upon the 
commodious steamer first placed upon the route—which again carried the 
mail from May, 1858, to the present time, except two short periods she 
was laid up to repair accidental damages. 


The statement that the contractors depend principally upon a steamer 
of an inferior class, loses much of the force it seemingly carries upon its 
face. It should be taken into consideration that a, steamer of the size of 
the one now employed in the mail service, is an expensive piece of property, 
and few parties could afford the investment of more than one to carry out 
a contract, the compensation for the whole term of which would not pay 
the cost of two, one being sufficient under ordinary circumstances, to ful- 
fill the terms of such contract. 

It is well known to the committee that difficulties exist with regard 
to the repair or replacing of machinery in the event of accident. We are 
unprovided on the Sound with a foundry or machine shop at which any 
important piece of machinery could be cast or made. We must therefore 
depend on San Francisco for what we may require. Owing to the short 
time between the arrival and departure of the mail steamers, both here 
and at San Francisco, an order requires four weeks for its fulfillment, and 
that delay is almost unavoidable. ` 


Accidents to steamers on the Sound are as likely to oceur as those on 
other inland waters, and the difficulties and delays in repairing them, exist 
here as we have stated. During all the delays arising from these causes, 
the best means of supplying the place of the steamer laid up have been 


resorted to. l 
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The largest steam vessel on the Sound, viz: the “ Resolete,” 182 tons 
register, has been employed, and five hundred dollars per week paid Mr. 
G. A. Meiggs, her owner, for her use. This sum exceeds the mail pay. 
The person in charge of the “Sante Cruz” was applied to while on the 
Sound; but declined, as the vessel was under charter to him, which expired 
at San Francisco on the 1th of the present month. When the “ Reso- 
lute” was ont of order, a still smaller steamer, the “Ranger,” and the 
only other one on the Sound, was employed. She failing, even canoes 
and boats were resorted to. 

To obviate these difficulties which a short experience had shown us 
existed, another steamer was projected and is now in course of construc- 
tion; her machinery, of the most approved pattern and manufacture, has 
been purchased; she will be perfectly appointed in all her parts. A very 
large sam of money has slready been expended on her, Parties, citizens 
and long resident of the Territory, entirely identified with its success, are 
deeply interested pecuniarily with the contractors, and the successful and 
early completion of this steamer is asgured. 

Another cause of complaint alleged in the resolution, and we think 
the principal one, is: “ That the mail is not delivered at Penn’s Cove as 
contemplated by said act of Congress.” : 

For the information of the committee we will state: that at the 
signing of the contract it was distinctly understood that we should not be 
obliged to land at Penn’s Cove. 

The position of the landing at Ebey'’s was shown to the Department 
on the Chart, and we agreed to carry it from thence to Coveland by a 
sworn mail carrier at our own expense. This we have done; the carrier 
is one of the most respectable citizens of Island county, and occupying an 
honorable trust under the Federal Government. He has, we believe, 
performed the service faithfully, and has received his pay for more than 
fifteen months. 

Both the Postal Agents, viz: Mr. Thompson and Mr. Norris, visited 
the whole route and examined into this very complaint, and both officially 
stated to us we were not required to go with the steamer to Penn’s Cove, 
as it was not the intention of the Department that one seetion of the 
Territory should be served as they might deem it to their interests, when 
such service would work a delay or injury to all the rest. 

The contractors are not aware of any instance in which the residents 
around the Coveland office have been unable to connect with the Califor- 
nia steamer; if such be the case, we should nob be made to suffer, as our 
contract says nothing of such a connection. The San Francisco mail ser- 
vice not having been in existence when our contract was signed., 
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We have the quarterly receipts of Mr. Cranney, the Postmaster at 
Coveland, from the commencement of the contract to Oct. Ist, 1858, in 
which it is stated we have complied with its terms except in landing the 
mails at “Ebey’s” instead of Penn’s Cove—a copy of the last quarterly 
receipt will be found annexed. 

In the report of the committee of the House are but three letters 
from Postmasters annexed; there are eleven Post Offices and Postmasters 
on the Sound; of the three from whom the letters come, one is Mr. Cran- 
ney, a copy of whose quarterly receipt is annexed; another is Major Van 
Bokkelen at Port Townsend, who does not even allude to our contract or 
service—his letter referring entirely to the P. M, 8. S. Co., and we should 
not be held accountable for their failures; g the third from Mr. Warren, 
Postmaster at Semiahmoo, a place unknown to us at the time of signing 
the contract, and one for which, as our contract stands, we cannot be held 
accountable for failures of service. 


In view of all these facts stated, the remoteness of this region from 
the long settled portions of the country; the impossibility of making any 
important repairs in machinery in the Territory in case of accident; the 
energy and outlay on the part of the contractors and their associates in 
carrying the mail at an expense of often môre than full contract pay; the 
heavy expenditure already incurred, to remedy all defects, and to facilitate 
the carriage of the mails and the transportation of passengers in future— 
it is ardently hoped and trusted that your honorable body will not deem 
it just or equitable to all parties concerned that the resolution now before 
you should go on to the Department, to embarrass the contractors, and 
divert their energies and attention from the accomplishment of a work 
projected and already in a stage of successful progress, and for the com- 
pletion of which they have struggled long and labored hard.

W. T., to Hon. S. D. Howe, Representative of Island county, and reply 
thereto by Messrs. Hunt & Scranton: 


New Denetvess, W. T., 
December 30, 1858. 


Mr. Hown—Deay Sm: 

Your letter of the 13th last, addressed to Postmaster, was left with 
me at the light-honse. We have no.postmaster, so I take the liberty of 
reading your letter and answering the request. 

We have very just cause of complaining of the irregularity, and also 
of the manner. I give below the days on which the steamer has touched 
at New Dunginess High Statién, which is three miles from the post-office: 

The Constitution brought the mails from the first time, May 30th, 
1858, June 8th and 9th; July 5th and 13th; August (Resolute) 24th 
and 80th; September (Constitution) 6th, 13th, 20th and 28th; October 
12th and 18th; November Yth; December 4th; (Resolute,) 26th. This 
list was handed me for your information by the light keeper, Capt. Boling, 
at this station. 

We wish the steamer or contractors to leave the mails at the post 
offiee. But this would cause them some delay. We would be better 
served than we are at present if the contractors would have some one 
ashore whose duty it might be to take off our mail to the steamer and 
bring ashore that brought down. 

For farther particulars, I will refer you to Mr. Cline, who has been 
doing the duties of Deputy Postmaster.

The letter of Mr. B J. Madison, from New Dunginess, was handed 
us by the chairman of your committee after the foregoing was written, 
With regard to it, we have ouly to say the suggestion contained in it was 
never made us before, and we suppose all persons at Dunginess conceded 
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the light-house was the only point at which a mail steamer could land the 
mail, as our contract does not oblige us to go more than one-quarter of a 
mile inland to any post-office. 


The list of arrivals and departures from Capt. Boling, are as far as 
his knowledge extends; but the “ Constitution” was landing and receiv- 
ing mail matter at Dunginess while he was in charge of the brig Willi- 
mantic. The order for the landing of the mails at Dunginess is a compar- 
atively late one from the department, although we have continued to land 
them since first coming on the Sound. There is no postmaster, and pri- 
vate citizens frequently bring to and carry from Port Townsend the mail 
matter for Dunginess, leaving us nothing to do there.

` FOR THE Y£ZAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1858. 


In accordance with the first section of the Act defining the duties of 
Territorial Librarian, requiring a report of the condition of the library to 
be made to your bodies previons to the close thereof, I beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report: 


I took charge of the library on the first day of February last, with- 
out, however, as is usual in such cases, having the library turned over in a 
formal manner to me by the former incumbent. Upon an examination of 
* the books then in the library, and the catalogue made out by the first 
Librarian, I found that several books were missing and no account given 
as to where they could be found, I informed my predecessor of this fact, 
and requested him upon several different occasions to enter into an exami- 
nation of the catalogue, to ascertain if all the books belonging to the 
library were in their proper place or where they could be found, but failed 
to get him to make such an examination. I then addressed a note to Mr. 
Mason, Secretary of the Territory, relative to this matter—a copy of 
which I herewith transmit: to which I received a verbal reply that Mr. 
Crosbie, the former incumbent, had promised him (Mr. Mason) to enter 
iato such an examination, but which was never complied with.

Sm:—I would respectfully call your attention to the fact, that as yet 
the former incumbent of the office of Territorial Librarian, Henry R. 
Crosbie, Esq., has not, as is customary in such cases, turned over to the 
undersigned the books, papers, maps, charts, &c., &c., belonging to the 
Territorial Library, in a formal manner, although I have repeatedly re- 
quested him soto do. I further state, that from the best information I 
ean obtain and an examination of the catalogue to which he receipted to 
his predecessor, thet there are several books belonging to the library 
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missing, and no account given cs to where they can be found. I also find 
that there are several persons charged with books taken from the library 
more then 2 year ago, and no mark made of their return. In view of the 
above facts, I would respectfally suggest that some action be taken by 
which the missing books can be found, if possible, and a proper under- 
standing of the condition of the library be determined.

The result of the foregoing notice, together with a close enquiry 
made to many persons, ès been to regain most of the missing volumes; 
yet several very important books are missing, and I am totally unable to 
find their whereabouts. I herewith report the list of the missing volumes 
as far as at present determined, 

Asto the present condition of the library I have to say that all is 
well, with the above exception. Luckily, none of the volumes composing 
a series of works (of which there are several) are missing, all being com 
plete and in good condition. 

The library presents s very fine assortment of miscellaneons reading 
matter; many of the books being from the first class authors, handsomely 
and substantially bound, with almost constantly fresh additions presented 
by the Congress of the United States, the various ‘State Departments, 
and from the several Stetes and societies of learning, which adds much to 
the value of the library. 

The Statutes of the various States and Territories, the Law Reports 
and State Reports, are not so complete as might be desired; yet a fair 
assortment is to be found, with the exception of the State Reports, of 
grbich there are but a few scraps or volumes of series not, complete, from 
pearly every State, which renders what few there are of not much avail. 
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It is hoped that this part of the library will be filled up better during the 
present year. s 

I would also recommend that about one hundred volumes be added. 
to the law brangh of the library. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, I shall express the hope that you will cause 
& better inducement to be made to the Librarian for the proper manage- 
ment and care of the library than has heretofore been offered. As the 
meagre amount allowed as salary will not justify any competent person to 
devote the time and attention which should be devoted, in order to keep 
the library in a proper and comprehensible condition. The library is now 
worth, and has cost several thousand dollars, and every year becoming 
more Valuable, which calls for a proper and judicious management, but if 
allowed to remain in the manner it has done for the past few years will 
soon become deranged and lost, which will render the whole of but little

To the Hon. the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Washington— 


GENTLEMEN :— 

In compliance with the act defining the duties of Tefritorial Auditor, 
I herewith respectfully submit my report for the last fiscal year, ending 
December 31st, 1858. However, it must be understood that heretofore 
there has been no particular time set for the close of each fiscal year, and’ 
I have adopted the last day in the calendar as being the most appro- 
priate—which will give, perhaps, a better understanding of the condition 
of the territorial revenue at the commencement of each new year. 

The Auditor of last year, 1857, ended the fiscal year, Dec, 13th; at 
which time, according to his report, there was a balance in the territorial

But it must be remembered that all the counties have not as yet 
made fall returns for any year; which reduces the actual amount paid into 
the treasury each year, very considerably. 

It is almost impossible for me to sey what will be the expenses of the 
next year, es most of the expenses heretofore incurred have been subject 
to circumstances; some of which might again arise, but not probable. 
Taking the past years’ expenses as a precedent, the liabilities of the terri- 
tory for the next year, will probably reach $1,500. 

Under the fourth division of the section specifying the subjects upon 
which I am required to report, much might be said relative to the general 
secounts of the territory, but I presume that you are already aware of 
many of the facts connected therewith, as my predecessors have each 
reported somewhat lengthily upon most of them, I will, however, in cor- 
nection with the recommendations meade by them, respectfully call your 
attention to a few facts relative to the returns of 2 copy of the assessment 
roll of each county to this ofice, and the manner of payment of the terri- 
torial revenue collected by each county into the territorial treasury. 

Seetions 11 and 12 of the “Act to provide for the assessing and col- 
lection of county and territorial revenue,” provides that, “ within thirty 
days after the assessment roll of any county has been examined, corrected, 
and epproved by the Board of County Commissioners, the County Auditor 
shall transmit to the Territorial Auditor 4 certified copy thereof, under 
seal of the board.” 

“ Section 12. It shall be the duty of the Territorial Auditor, on 
receiving such copies of the assessment roll, tọ estimate the amount of tax 
to be collected in each county for territorial purposes, end make a state- 
ment thereof, and carefully preserve the same in his office; and he shall 
also deliver a certified copy of such statement to the Territorial Treasurer, 
who shall record the same in a book kept for that purpose, and the Terri- 
torial Treasurer shall also charge the respective counties with the amount 
of tax so ascertained to be raised in each.” 

By this it will be seen thet each county is cherged with the whole 
amount of tax due the territory, as shown by the Assessors returns. Yet 
it very seldom happens that the tax collecter is successful in collecting all 
the tax assessed. I presume that in nearly every county the collector 
makes a return of delinquent tax payers from whom it is impossible to 
collect the tax charged against them—but a copy of this delinquent list 
has never been returned to the Territorial Auditor, in order that he may 
give the county credit for the amount of territorial tax charged against 
her; but, which has never been and cannot be collected. As shown by 
statement “C” accompanying this, it will be seen that every county in the 
territory is in arrears with the territory, several of which amounts to con- 
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siderable sums; and yet I have no doubt that nearly, if not quite, all of 
the territorial revenue collected has been paid into the treasury by said 
counties, There is no law requiring a copy of each delinquent list to be 
filed with the Territorial Auditor, by which the fall amount of revenue 
belonging to the territory can be ascertained to have been collected in 
such county. 


Another fact connected with this subject is, that the law relating to 
assessing, &c., provides that the tax collector is empowered to assess as 
well as collect, in all cases where the assessor has overlooked or neglected. 
I presume that a considerable amount of revenue has been assessed and 
collected in this manner, after the return of the assessor. A return of 
this amount has never been made to the Territorial Auditor, and for 
which there is no law making it a duty soto do. ‘In consequence of this 
want of knowledge on the part of the Territorial Auditor, it is impossible 
for him to make his accounts balance with each county. In one or two 
instances, a county has a credit of more money paid into the territorial 
treasury as territorial revenue for a particular year, than the county is 
charged with for that year. This arises from the fact that the collector 
hag assessed and collected revenue from persons overlooked by the assesor. 
I would therefore recommend that the law be so amended that at certain 
stated periods a settlement should be made by each county with the terri- 
tory, at which time the delinquent list can be presented and placed to the 
eredit of the county, and that when the collector makes his returns to the 
Board of Commissioners of revenue assessed and collected by him, that a 
statement of the amount so collected be filed with the Territorial Auditor 
in order that the county may be charged therewith. l 


I would also call your attention to the duty of each County Treasu- 
rer, found in section 27 of.the act referred to above, relative to the hold- 
ing and transmission of the territorial revenue collected in his county, to 
the territorial treasury. Said section provides that, “the County Treasu- 
rer shall hold all the moneys collected as territorial tax on the first day 
of September, January and June, subject to the orders of the Territorial 
Treasurer,” &c. Now it appears from this that if the Territorial Treasu- 
rer sheald make a demand fer the amount of territorial revenue in his 
hands on the days above stated, the County Treasurer is bound to forward 
the same without delay. It must be remembered that the means for the 
transportation of money from one part of the territory to another is com. 
paratively limited; it seldom happens that the County Treasurer can find 
a safe and certain means of conveyance; consequently, if compelled to 
transmit without delay, is liable to great risk which the Treasurer is not 
willing to undergo. J would recommend that this duty should be more 
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specifically defined and a way provided to relieve the Treasurers of each 
county who cannot transmit promptly on the days specified, from the lia- 
bilities incurred by s failare so to do. 


It will be seen by reference to statement “O,” herewith annexed, 
that several of the counties have failed to make proper returns to this 
office, or in other words, the Auditors have failed to transmit s certified 
copy of each years assessment roll, as required by law. I presume that 
in most of these instances there has been no assessment returns filed with 
the county auditors, and no assessor to make such returns—and in fact 
no regular county organization, or business transacted as contemplated by 
the law. Soon -after I took charge of this office, I addressed a note to 
each and all of the county auditors in the territory inquiring into this 
matter—urging the necessity of a more prompt and speedy action on the 
part of the people of these counties which had failed to make a proper 
report, oud gaves statement of the amount of charges on the books of 
this office against each. I have received an answer from most of the sudi- 
tors—a copy of one or two will be found in statement “C.” I confess I 

ata loss to know what to do in some of the instances, as no county 
oficer can be found upon whom the resnonsibility rests; consequently no 
action can be brought by which to enforce a compliance with the law. 
This diffienlty I leave for the wisdom of the Legislature to remedy—but 
hope that some action will be taken either to force a compliance as above 
or a repeal of the cet organizing said counties. I am inclined to the 
opinion that the failure or refusal to keep up an organization arises from a 
dezira to cseape taxation, which works injustice to other portions of the 
territory whose citizens have to bear the burthen of expenses. 


The eighth clause of section Sth of the act defining the duties of terri- 
torial ouditor, imposes the duty “to procure from the proper officers an 
abstract and description of all taxable lands within the territory not yet 
procured, and enanally, hereafter, abstracts and descriptions of such lands 
as shall become taxable,” &e. I understand the “‘ proper officers” referred 
to here are the assessors of each county; bat os there is no taxable land 
within the territory, according to my understanding, there has been no 
concise description farnished by any of the assessors. However, three or 
four of the counties as shown by statistical report, have returned, in a to- 
tal, co many acres of taxoble land without giving a concise description 
thereof. One county (Cowlitz) has stated the amount of improve- 
ments on the lands in ssid county, and the value of the lands with the im- 
provements included together. 

Tt, will also be perceived that the statistical report of the territory i is 
quite meagre. The object sought by the act of last Legislature, passed 
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January 30th, did not receive that attention which should have been 
given it, owing to the lateness of the act, not giving time for the blank 
rolls to reach all the counties before the assessor commenced his labors, 
and a proper understanding of the subject by the county auditors. It 
might be proper for me to state here, that I did not get possession of the 
papers belonging to this office until about the 10th or 15th of March, 
antl the time required te compile the blanks and have thém printed, took 
till near the 1st of April before they were mailed for their destination. It 
is hoped that another triul will prove more to the purpose, as the matter 
will be better understood generally. The subject matter of the “ head- 
ings for statistics” is left entirely to the discretion of the territorial audi- 
tor; perhaps it would be well for the Legislature to state more specifically 
what these headings shall contain, in order to give better satisfaction and 
obtain more complete information. In connection with this subject, I 
would also recommend that the aet defining the duties of county assessors 
in taking the census, be made more complete—requiring him to fill up his 
census report as much as possible, in accordance with the blanks furnished, 
and some definite sum allowed him for said services. 


In conclusion, a few words might be said relative to the pay allowed 
the territorial auditor for his services; but many words would not pay, 
as the pitiful sum allowed will not justify me in being “gassy” on this 
subject. I would urge the necessity of an increase of pay to this office, 
unless the Legislature is desirous of having the office kept in the top of a 
“ stove-pipe hat,” among a lot of “ bricks,” as (I was about to say) has 
formerly been the case. In nearly every kind of business, men are 
prompted to act in accordance with the amount of pay they are to receive, 
and if we desire anything well done, we should offer sufficient inducement 
for prompt action, otherwise we cannot expect or even enforce such com- 
pliance. Unfortunately, but little, if any at all, of “honor” is attached 
to this office—consequently the inducement to its incumbent must be in 
the shape of “ dollars,” which, if offered, will tend very materially to in- 
crease the “honor.” The duties of this office are by no means insignifi- 
cant, and every year becoming more intricate. Thousands of dollars, no 
doubt, will each year be paid into and out of the territorial treasury,—a 
strict and comprehensible account of which has to he kept by the auditor, 
who should be a person well qualified for the office; but such a person is 
not often to be found who is willing to undertake such a duty under the 
present inducements.

I addressed 2, note to the Auditor of this county, inquiring into this 
matter, and received an answer from one of the County Commissioners, 
asking farther information on the subject. I again addressed a note to 
the County Commissioner, and received the following reply: 


CASCADES, Skamania COUNTY, } 
Washington Territory, Jaly 3, 1858. 
Ursas E. Hiexs— 

Dear Sm:—Y ours of the 12th June, has jast been received, in which 
you inquired of me who were collectors, and how much revenue had been 
collected. I immediately, on receipt of your letter, called on Wm, M. 
Wilson, Sheriff, who is the only collector that has ever been for this eoun- 
ty; he showed a receipt given by Isaac H. Bush, Treasurer, for the sum of 
twenty-seven dollars and some cents, the receipt did not show for what 
year it was collected, but it wes dated June, 1856. 

Mr. Wilson thought it was collected for the years 1854 and 1855. 
But I see recorded in the Commissioner's book a warrant from: George 
Griswold, who was commissioner end clerk pro tem. The warrant is re- 
corded as follows: Sheriff, Wm. M. Wilson, has this day, Dec. 30th, 
1855, received of me, George Griswold, acting as Auditor, a transcript 
of the assessment books, with a warrant to collect the same, amounting 
to five hundred and seventy-two dollars and twenty-two cents; it being for 
the years 1854 and 1855. 

Immediately on receipt of your first letter I sent a line to John W. 
Stevenson, Commissioner, (who had refused to serve, on account of the 
unwillingness of the people to assist.) I urged very strongly the neces- 
sity of giving the people another opportunity of an election, and, after a 
considerable consultation with a few citizens of the place, he concluded to 
do so. 

I have also informed some of the citizens of this place of having re- 
ceived two letters from you, and of their purport. I am of the opinion 
that they will consider the disgraceful condition of our county affairs— 
and for fear of being attached to Clarke county, will fill the different offices 
necessary for our reorganization. 

A great many of the county papers were burned by the Indians at 
the massacre of the Cascades, on the 26th March, 1856; which leaves the 
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business in a bad situation. But it is certain that assessments have been 
made for every year since our territorial organization, except for the year 
1857-58, and all of the assessments that have been made have been ac- 
cepted by the County Commissioners, and for the want of energy have 
not been collected. It was my intention, on entering upon the duties of 
my office, to thoroughly investigate all of the business of the past, and 
particularly the revenues, schools and roads; but I have been so situated 
without a full board, that it has been a for me to accomplish 
anything. 

I believe I stated in my other letter that I had once called on the 
Governor, I. L Srevens, to fill the vacancies of the board, which he did 
immediately, by appointing J. H. Alexander and John W, Stevenson.— 
When Mr. Alexander refused to serve, after agreeing to serye before his 
appointment, I should then again have called on the Governor to fill his va- 
cancy, provided I could have found any competent person | who would ac- 
cept of an appointment. 

Wm. M. Wilson states that he lost all of the papers belonging to his 
Office as Collector, except the county orders and money that he had col- 
lected, which he had in his coat pocket, and had his coat on the morning 
of the attack. : 

I will give further information after our next election, when I am in 
hopes that I shall be relieved, me the present state of affairs annoys me 
very much.

Having been elected os County Auditor for this county, by last 
election, I have taken the liberty of opening your communication of March 
22nd, addressed to the Auditor of this county. And in reply I have 
merely to state that, though the olficers have been voted for, no other 
steps have been taken to confirm those elections; none of the officers have 
been qualified. ° 

The county is also unprovided for in the way of books, stationery, 
&c. This county is, as you must be aware, under the Military, who have 
prohibited the settlement of this Valley; and consequently the population 
is very small. The few that hove ventured to take claims have, I under- 
stand, received notice that they are to leave the valley as soon as they 
have taken up their crops, whose removal would reduce the population to 
less than it was in 1855. 

Tee above reasons have deterred the officers from acting in their 
different eapacitics, ahd consequently civil authority has not been recog- 
nized or pat in force.
